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Golden Triangle Becomes ‘Piece of the Rock’ 
$2.5 Million Sale to Prudential Announced

In a major land sale, 37 of 
the 55-acre Golden Triangle 
tract was sold to the Pruden¬ 
tial Insurance Company of 
America for approximately 
$2.5 million. The announce¬ 
ment was made by Kenneth 
H. Michael at a press confer¬ 
ence in the office of County 
Executive Lawrence J. Hogan 
on November 1. President of 
Kenneth H. Michael Compan¬ 
ies, Inc., Michael was the de¬ 
veloper of the Triangle for 
previous owners, Kravco. The 
Michael firm will continue as 
planning consultants for the 
site. 

Bounded by three major thor¬ 
oughfares—1-495, Kenilworth Av¬ 
enue and Greenbelt Road—the 
Triangle is considered one of the 
prime commercial locations in the 
metropolitan area. 

“We have been looking in 
Prince Georges County for one 
and a half years for a suitable 
tract of land which we could de¬ 
velop for long-term investment 
purposes. When the Golden Tri¬ 
angle was brought to our atten¬ 
tion, we moved as fast as possi¬ 
ble,” said Robert F. Dolan, Pru¬ 
dential's regional vice president. 
“Prudential,” he explained, “has 
a $100 million investment in 
Prince Georges County,” referring 
to various real estate investments. 

During the next live years. Pru- 
dential intends to build, manage 


and own nearly 400,000 square 
feet of office space in several mid- 
and high-rise buildings on the 
Triangle. Office building develop¬ 
ment on the entire tract, at the 
present time, is restricted to 450,- 
000 square feet. 

First on Prudential’s timetable 
is an 80,000 square foot building 
slated for construction in early 
1980. Additionally, Michael will 
build a 60,000 square foot build¬ 
ing to house his headquarters at 
the entrance to the Triangle on 
a three-acre tract owned by his 
company. Nearby, the first Gol¬ 
den Triangle occupant, Capitol 
Cadillac, has opened a 60,000 
square foot automobile agency, 
6.5 acres. 

The Prudential development 
will generally adhere to the con¬ 
cept plan conceived by Michael 
and approved by the county and, 
for the most part, by the city. 
However, Dolan said that the 
number and location of buildings 
designed on the plan could change 
to accommodate prospective ten¬ 
ants. 

Plan Hailed 

Hogan and Mayor Pro Tern 
Richard Pilski hailed the pro¬ 
posed Prudential plan as being 
good for the city and county, a 
development they dubbed as “high 
quality.” 

“I am delighted to have a piece 
of the ‘Rock’ in the county,” said 
Hogan, adding that it was “a ma¬ 
jor investment and a vote of con-

Zoning Conflicts Shape 
Golden Triangle History

The Golden Triangle had a 
stormy beginning in the 1960’s— 
a decade in which Greenbelt City 
Councils, Greenbelt Homes Inc., 
civic associations and residents 
stood up and fought for the in¬ 
tegrity of the Greenbelt Master 
Plan, with its concepts of low- 
density land use, minimum traffic 
congestion and maximum open 
space. 

In February 1962 the developer, 
Milton Selig/Kravco, indicated a 
desire to construct a regional 
shopping center with tenants such 
as Korvettes. However, the Dis¬ 
trict Council, the zoning agency 
for the county commission, at that 
time reclassified the Triangle sin¬ 
gle family/R-55 from rural 
planned community/RPC. 

Later zoning battles of the six¬ 
ties included a major defeat for 
the Triangle, but not until Green¬ 
belt had exhausted all remedies 
available to it. Finally, the Dis¬ 
trict Court in September 1966 and 
the Maryland Court of Appeals 
in October 1967 upheld the Dis¬ 
trict Council’s March 1965 rezon¬ 
ing of the Triangle to C-2 (Gen¬ 
eral Commercial). 

Development 

Since the early 1970’s several 
development plans for the Tri¬ 
angle have been presented to city 
council. In 1972 the Lustine auto-

Citizens Rally to Support of Community 
Cultural Center; Council Is Interested

Along with many words of 
caution concerning financial 
problems and time restraints, 
Konrad Herling’s still loosely 
defined idea to convert the the¬ 
atre in the Center Shopping 
Mall to a cultural arts center 
received enthusiastic consider¬ 
ation in a high-spirited public 
hearing on Monday, November 
5. Close to 60 people came out 
to the hearing called by city 
council to hear other viable 
suggestions for use of the space 
besides the health spa current¬ 
ly being negotiated by George¬ 
town investors. George Chris¬ 
tacos, owner of the property, 
was out of the country, but 
councilman Richard Castaldi 
reported that Christacos was 
receptive to any use of the 
property. “His major concern 
is that he needs something that 
is financially sound,” said Ca¬ 
staldi. 

Konrad Herling, the first to 
speak, presented his plan for a 
cultural center, calling it a “good 
plan for Greenbelt, and for Mr. 
Christacos,” Herling envisions a 
center for the performing arts— 
plays, concerts, films, dance— 


which would also serve as a gal¬ 
lery for paintings and sculpture 
and a hall for lectures and dis¬ 
cussions in the humanities. He 
wants to establish a non-profit 
corporation to raise money and 
administer programming and 
operations. 

Herling introduced Tom Shriver 
of the Grenoble Theatre Guild 
who said, “legitimate theatre pre¬ 
sents a wonderful opportunity to 
involve the community—not just 
as actors, but as technicians, 
stage hands, in making props and 
costumes.” He noted that bring¬ 
ing in outsiders would support 
Center Mall business. 

Herling then called on archi¬ 
tect Bill Stratton who presented 
two plans for conversion of the 
theatre space. One plan cuts the 
theatre’s present seating down 
from 500 to 230 to make room for 
a stage, dressing rooms and prop 
storage. The second plan, which 
would require more extensive re¬ 
habilitation, cuts seating down to 
135, “a good number for enjoyable 
intimacy” according to the archi¬ 
tect. Stratton pictures this inti¬ 
mate setting as “a neighborhood 
gathering place.” “We don’t have 
a good tavern, a good bar in 
Greenbelt,” he said, urging that 
“we do something special with 


the space. A theatre just has a 
different feel than a health spa.” 
He also suggested seeking affilia¬ 
tion with the American Film In¬ 
stitute. 

Councilman Castaldi wondered 
if Stratton could present some 
ballpark figures for his rehab 
plans, and suggested that he 
might consult with the owners 
See HEARING, p. 8, col.

GHI Homes Are Declared 
“Historically Significant"

The entire Greenbelt Homes area (frame and brick) of the 
original planned town of Greenbelt has been declared “histor¬ 
ically significant” and is therefore eligible for listing on the 
National Register of Historic Places. That determination was 
made Monday, November 5, by Carol Shull, Acting Keeper of 
the National Register; staff member Emma Jane Saxe notified 
the News Review. (See accompanying letter for full statement.) 
The City of Greenbelt had requested a ten-day review and 
quick decision of eligibility on behalf of GHI. City Manager 
James K. Giese announced the decison at Monday’s city council 


meeting. 

“Greenbelt belongs on the Na¬ 
tional Register,” GHI board mem¬ 
ber Donald Volk had said a year 
ago when he appeared before 
council to ask for city support 
for its application for listing. “It 
is a milestone in town planning,” 
he had emphasized. At that time 
GHI had hoped to qualify for 
special federally-insured rehabili¬ 
tation loans as a direct result of 
the historic designation. 

GHI soon discovered that only 
commercial structures are eligible 
for such loans. However, other 
low-cost federal financing for 
part of the cooperative’s exten¬ 
sive rehabilitation plans was 
achieved. In late September, the 
U S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development committed 
$6.4 million in Section 312 loans 
for multi-family housing to fi¬ 
nance substantial rehabilitation. 

Two weeks later the Maryland 
Historical Trust notified HUD of 
its obligation to determine wheth¬ 
er the affected area, GHI, might 
be historically significant. If it 
might be, then HUD was required 
to seek a determination of eligi¬ 
bility from the Secretary of the 
Interior through the National 
Register. 

During the past ten days the 
National Register staff reviewed 
the application and supporting in¬ 
formation which was forwarded 
to it by the City of Greenbelt. 
The city staff, with GHI’s help, 
has all but completed the very 
complex and detailed application 
for listing all of the original por¬ 
tion of Greenbelt on the National 
Register. The review and quick 
decision, however, applies only to 
the GHI area. The full applica¬ 
tion is expected to be formally 
presented to the Governor’s Com¬ 
mission later this fall. 

Criteria Used 

The criteria applied in deter¬ 
mining eligibility of the GHI area 
by the National Register follows: 
“The quality of significance in 
American history, architecture . . . 
is present in districts . . . that 
possess integrity of . . . design, 
setting, materials, workmanship, 
feeling, and association and: 

A. that are associated with 
events that have made a signifi¬ 
cant contribution to the broad 
patterns of our history . , or 

B. that are associated with the 
lives of persons significant in our 
past; or 

C. that embody the distinctive 
characteristics of a type, period, 
or method of construction, or that 
represent a significant and dis¬ 
tinguishable entity whose com¬ 
ponents may lack individual dis¬ 


GHI Is Declared 
Historic District 

“The district is histori¬ 
cally and architecturally 
significant for its associa¬ 
tion with comunity plan¬ 
ning as one of the federal 
government’s early experi¬ 
ments in planned towns. 
Greenbelt retains its basic 
integrity of design, mate¬ 
rials, setting, feeling, and 
association. It has achieved 
exceptional significance 
dating from its construction 
in 1937 and 1941.”

tinction . . . Because GHI is less 
than the required age of 50 years, 
exception G applies: a property 
achieving significance within the 
past 50 years if it is of excep¬ 
tional importance.” 

Now that GHI has been de¬ 
clared historically significant, the 
Maryland Historical Trust will 
review GHI’s plans for rehabili¬ 
tation to determine what impact 
those plans may have on the 
historical preservation of GHI. 
The Maryland Trust enters the 
picture whenever federal or state 
grants or loans are involved in 
a program affecting an eligible 
site or district. 

Trust officers George Andreve 
and Nancy Miller will come to 
Greenbelt next week to learn 
more about the details of GHI 
and its rehabilitation project. Mil¬ 
ler told the News Review that 
her agency “will review the plans 
to determine what affect they 
might have on the historic re¬ 
source, GHI, and if that affect is 
adverse, how to mitigate or lessen 
it.” First of all, she said, “we 
want to find out exactly what 
individual (GHI) houses are like.”

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Post Office "Cost Analysis” Irritates 
Council; Detailed Study Requested 


GREENBELT NEWS REVIEW

The Greenbelt City Council 
on November 5 voted unani¬ 
mously to request a copy of 
the U.S. Postal Services anal¬ 
ysis of the costs for maintain¬ 
ing split facilities for the 
Greenbelt postal district (cus¬ 
tomer services in the Center 
and a distribution facility else¬ 
where, but not at Parkway 
and Crescent). 

In a letter to Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld on October 26, E. E. Flem¬ 
ing, Jr., District Manager of the 
Maryland/DC District, stated that 
the post office was going ahead 
with plans to build a new main 
facility at the Parkway and Cres¬ 
cent location based on the find¬ 
ings of this analysis. 

Councilman Charles Schwan 
registered amazement with the 
“so-called” report the city had 
received from the postal service. 
Roughly half of the three page 
double-spaced report is back¬ 
ground and only seven lines are 
devoted to the economic analysis, 
he explained. “I don't know 
whether it is valid or not,” said 
Schwan, as he moved that the 
city request a copy of the eco¬ 
nomic analysis. The postal serv¬ 
ice had agreed to make the “in- 
depth economic analysis” at a 
meeting in January 1979 chaired 
by Congresswoman Gladys Spell¬ 
man. Only after receiving it can 
the city make its own analysis, 
felt Schwan. 

Councilman Thomas White ex¬ 
panded the motion to include get¬ 
ting copies of the analysis for 
Senators Paul Sarbanes and 
Charles McC. Mathias, Jr. We 
ought to enlist their support, he 
said. 

In his letter to Weidenfeld, 
Fleming notes that Congress- 
woman Spellman has also re¬ 
ceived the results of the analysis 
and “no objections to thf analysis 
have been made.” In a letter to 
Fleming, Spellman expressed sur¬ 
prise at this statement (see Spell¬ 
man’s letter. 

City Disapproval 

Weidenfeld added that the city 
should also communicate to postal 
officials and the National Capital 
Planning Commission (NCPC) 
that it expects no action until the 
city can see and respond to the 
analysis. Although NCPC ap¬ 
proved the Parkway and Cres¬ 
cent site on February 1 , 1973, the 
city did not approve it because 
of confusion abcut procedures. 
Congresswoman Spellman had 
written to David M. Childs, NCPC 
chairman, urging that this site 
approval be reconsidered “know¬ 
ing of the city's disapproval.” 

The report which the city re¬ 
ceived from the postal service 
concluded that building one main 
facility would result in a savings 
of $760,000 over ten years. This 
figure is made up of a loss of 
$467,000 for a split operation (cus¬ 
tomer services would remain in 
the center with a distribution fa¬ 
cility elsewhere) and a savings 
of $293,000 for just one new .main 
facility. Councilman Richard Cas- 
taldi felt that $76,000 a year was 
minor “compared to the impact 
and detriment to the center.” The 
city council has consistently felt 
that the removal of the post of¬ 
fice would adversely affect the 
center shopping area's viability. 
Congresswoman Spellman also 
urged Childs “to remember the 
close-knit community spirit of 
Greenbelt and the deleterious eco¬ 
nomic consequences of moving 
this facility.” Further, she felt, 
“we should not, I believe, ignore 
the increased emotional costs 
that the people of Greenbelt will 


suffer from the divestiture of 
Greenbelt's original town center 
charm.” 

Fleming stated in his letter that 
the postal service will proceed 
with plans to build a new facility 
at the Parkway and Crescent site. 
The postal service report con¬ 
cluded that policy “mandates that 
consideration be given to the eco¬ 
nomic cost/benefit of all activi¬ 
ties.” It further added that since 
that site was less than 1,500 feet 
from the center “the non-quanti- 
fiable site convenience of Alter¬ 
nate A (split facilities) is deemed 
minimal.” Fleming felt that fur¬ 
ther delays would he detrimental. 
Weidenfeld said he was not sym¬ 
pathetic since the postal service 
had taken so long (10 months) 
to complete the study. 

Residents Objections 

Citizen Bill Wilkerson expressed 


his amazement at the lack of doc¬ 
umentation by the postal service. 
Parkway resident Penny McClel¬ 
lan also voiced a number of ob¬ 
jections to the Parkway site. 
These included increased noise, 
loss of trees, devitalization of the 
town center and the attitude of 
post office officials. She referred 
to the threat of the post office to 
move out of Greenbelt if it could 
not use this site. It was largely 
because of this implied threat that 
Greenbelt Homes Inc. members 
voted to sell the land to the postal 
service last November. 

Schwan felt the council did not 
need to restate its position. Coun¬ 
cil favors split facilities with cus¬ 
tomer services remaining in the 
center and a distribution facility 
located elsewhere, but not on 
Parkway. “The only thing new is 
this alleged economic analysis,”

Additions, Ball-playing, Garages 
Divide Neighbors,GHI Bd. Arbitrates

At the regular Green belt 
Homes, Inc. board meeting on 
Thursday evening, much of 
the time was taken up with 
board efforts to deal even- 
handedly with members on 
opposite sides of issues within 
particular courts. The first 
such arbitration, on a request 
for an addition, took over an 
hour; the second, on a con¬ 
tinuing problem with ball¬ 
playing in a North End area, 
took another half-hour. Con¬ 
tinuing garage lease questions 
consumed still more time and 
left the board with about a 
third of a meeting to go into 
sales and leasing policy, main¬ 
tenance problems and rehabil¬ 
itation. 

A member’s request to build an 
addition on her house at 2 Court 
Gardenway produced opposition 
from neighboring members, who 
contend that the addition “stick¬ 
ing out” would spoil the appear¬ 
ance of the eight homes in the 
row, and object to the proposed 
vinyl siding as being out of place 
next to the original brick. The 
requesting member has responded 
by submitting three alternate pro¬ 
posals beside the original, and 
the board - the audience - at¬ 
tempted to weigh the relative 
merits of these from the com¬ 
plainants' viewpoint. The basic 
issue appeared to be whether the 
member’s right to build an addi¬ 
tion, as set by preoedent else¬ 
where in GHI, was more funda¬ 
mental than the opposition of 
court neighbors; this was the po¬ 
sition ultimately taken by the 
board, which then had to choose 
the least disruptive plan of the 
four submited. After much con¬ 
sideration of detail, which dis¬ 
qualified one aspect or another 
because of non-conformity with 
regulations, a modification of the 
member’s original proposal was 
accepted on a motion by director 
Margaret Hogensen. Chairman 
Donald Vclk among several 
board members trying to reach a 
reasonable compromise - com¬ 
mented at the end of the discus¬ 
sion, “the fact is it’s impossible 
to make everyone happy.” 

The differences of opinion on 
1-playing in a Laurel H 11 
court have not been settled by the 
members themselves in the court, 
and so the matter came back to 
the board for resolution. Direc¬ 
tor Ed James produced an earlier 
motion he made to re-install the 
original “No Ball-Playing” sign 
that had been removed from the 
court. In discussion of how to 
implement this, it was brought 
out that the condition of the area 
in question is “deplorable” with 
“beer cans, broken glass’’ littering 
it. Director Bobbi McCarthy re¬ 
newed a suggestion that substan¬ 
tial parts of it be formally plant¬ 
ed; Hogensen urged “Can’t we get 
the city to fix it up?” The motion 
to re-install the sign was passed 
and in reply to questions from 
the involved members as to pre¬ 
cisely what would be prohibited, 
James suggested that GHI would 
likely follow existing city regula¬ 
tions on ball playing. 

Alternative Heating 

Recently some members, in re¬ 
sponse to the rising cost of fuel 
oil, have been installing individ¬ 
ual heating systems in their 
homes, usually electrical. A mem¬ 
ber now has asked for authori¬ 
zation to install a wood-burning 
stove in her home. She explained 
that her main motivation was to 
“act against OPEC” (control of 
the oil situation) and added that 


the board could well be encourag ¬ 
ing other members to do likewise. 
Chief engineer Ove Kongstedt had 
no objection, and in fact was “in 
favor of it.” However, he rec¬ 
ommended that to avoid fire haz 
ard the necessary metal chimney 
pipe should be boxed in; manag¬ 
er Roy Breashears exhibited a 
sample of imitation brick fire- 
resistant panel which can be used 
for the purpose. A motion by 
James to grant the request was 
passed. (Later In the meeting, 
James, a proponent of individual 
heating systems in general, pro¬ 
posed that the board consider a 
referendum question to members 
on such conversions.) 

This item brought up a related 
is; i r- of whether—or to what ex¬ 
tent members carrying out their 
own energy-saving measures 
should be exempted from GHI’s 
charges. One member of the au¬ 
dience related that her family 
has installed about $2,000 worth 
of insulation, and is still “patient¬ 
ly waiting" for lower monthly 
charges; she made the point that 
“for about six months I’ll be 
ahead of the other (members),” 
so that she felt lower heating 
costs should be assessed. Chair¬ 
man Volk agreed that “Some ad¬ 
justment for the first year may 
need to be made, to cover some 
cases such as yours” but noted 
that the board does not now have 
a definite answer. 

Garage Rental, Sublease 

As a consequence of a recent 
new priority system set up for 
the rental of GHI garages, and 
because a resident of 2 Court 
Eastway holding a high priority 
has requested a garage, the lease 
of another member in the court 
was recently terminated. The 
latter member appeared before 
the board to pretest this, argu¬ 
ing that of the three garages he 
is presumed to have only one is 
actually rented from the corpora¬ 
tion. It was brought out that one 
of the three was originally pur¬ 
chased and incorporated into his 
heme as attached living space; 
after this was verified by the 
manager, a motion by director 
Virginia Moryadas was passed to 
fake this particular garage off 
the list of garages, leaving just 
two to be considered. Because of 
the coming referendum on this 
subject to be put to the member¬ 
ship, board member Norman 
Weyel moved to table? the partic¬ 
ular termination question, which 
was done. A second motion by 
Hogensen to defer all such prior¬ 
ity enforcements however failed 
because the board decided it did 
not want to “tie the manager’s 
hands.”

Other Items 

An area next to the Receiving 
Building on Hamilton Place, re¬ 
cently proposed as a site for in¬ 
coming rehabilitation material, 
has met with disfavor both within 
the board (as reported at a pre¬ 
vious meeting) and from nearby 
residents who have petitioned 
against it. The manager and en¬ 
gineer now report that the GHI 
owned tract to the east of the 
corporation’s offices, presently oc¬ 
cupied by trailer parks and some 
garden plots, is more extensive 
than had been thought and can 
well serve the purpose. On a mo¬ 
tion by Moryadas the new site 
was quickly approved. Directors 
Wayne Williams and Moryadas 
asked that garden club members 
be inconvenienced as little as 
possible, which the staff said they 
would try to take into account. 

Near the end of the meeting, 
a couple of member complaints 
about maintenance were brought 
to the attention of board mem¬ 
bers by Volk and by Williams. 
One complaint was that it took 
three months to get some defec¬ 
tive items repaired in the mem 
ber's house, following similar de¬ 
lays on other repair requests. 
In the second case, related by 
Williams, the surprising fact has 
been found that a sewer line serv¬ 
ing one GHI home has never been 
properly connected to the main 
line, causing a history of prob¬ 
lems for the occupants over the 
past three decades. The question 
of division of responsibility be¬ 
tween GHI and WSSC came up 
again, as it has in the past in 
such situations; and Williams 
suggested that records should be 
kept of such cases when they are 
discovered.

fidence in Prince Georges County 
on the part of Prudential/' one 
that will benefit the taxpayers. 

Pilski focused on Greenbelt's 
international reputation as “an 
early planned residential commu¬ 
nity. We seek/’ he said, “the 
same quality of planning in our 
-commercial facilities and look for¬ 
ward to working with Prudential 
to achieve it in the development 
of the Golden Triangle/’ He not¬ 
ed that the city’s insistence on 
comprehensive development plan¬ 
ning over the years was largely 
responsible for the high quality 
development goal that Michael 
and Prudential desire for the 
tract. 

“Fast Track" 

“I look forward to working with 
Prudential in the county to make 
(the Triangle) a true showcase," 
said Hogan. He announced that 
later this month he would be 
sending a package of recommen¬ 
dations to the County Council for 
a “fast track approval process 
for priority commercial develop¬ 
ments" to expedite the progres¬ 
sion of projects from site plan¬ 
ning to actual construction. This 
process, he said, would “avoid 
conflicts among the requirements 
of agencies." It would include a 
conference between the developer 
and a Pre-application Review 
Committee composed of the vari¬ 
ous governmental agencies in¬ 
volved in the development author¬ 
ization review process. In this 
way, he said, the developer will 
gain a clear picture of the design 
criteria which each agency will 
require as the project develops. 

The Department of Economic 
Development will be charged with 
making these procedures work, 
said Hogan. He hoped this new 
process would “solve some of 
the development project problems 
and attract other businesses to 
the county." 

Prudential 

The Triangle development proj¬ 
ect will be the first to be under¬ 
taken by Prudential in suburban 
Maryland. Currently Prudential 
has seven projects in the plan¬ 
ning, construction or lease-up 
stages in the Washington-Balti- 
more area, including three office 
buildings in Washington, D.C., 
and one in the Baltimore sub¬ 
urbs. These projects account for 
a total of 95 million dollars in 
investment funds. 

Prudential started its Washing¬ 
ton area development activities 
in suburban Virginia and remains 
active there. It has a 15-story 
building nearing completion in 
Tysons Corner.

mobile dealership explored the 
possible use of part or all of the 
tract for a new-used car agency 
and/or a national discount store. 
Council and the city's Advisory 
Board turned “thumbs down" on 
those proposals. 

City councils have consistently 
urged the Maryland-National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission and the County Council 
to require the developer to pre¬ 
sent an overall concept plan for 
development of the entire tract. 
Though not legally binding, 
owner-representative Michael co¬ 
operated and presented such a 
plan in May 1977. 

At the time Council was gen¬ 
erally pleased with the plan, al¬ 
though it was not enthusiastic 
about the auto dealership and a 
20-25 story tower office building, 
which council felt intruded on 
Greenbelt Lake. 

Decisions on developmental 
plans on the tract have been com¬ 
plicated by projected alterations 
in nearby highway interchanges. 
For over a decade, a grade sepa¬ 
ration at Greenbelt Road and 
Kenilworth Avenue employing a 
bridge structure has been on the 
drawing boards, but construction 
and funding of these improve¬ 
ments apparently is still some 
years away. This fact and the 
fear that pollution hazards from 
intense automobile traffic at the 
intersection are a real threat, 
persuade many Greenbelters that 
development of the Triangle at 
this time is premature.

of Petrucci r s Main Street Dinner 
Theatre in Laurel, an establish¬ 
ment converted from the defunct 
Laurel movie theartre. Stratton 
said it was too early to present 
a financial picture, that there had 
not been time to do any work on 
that aspect. 

Herling said he needed a year’s 
time to seek funding, “We legit¬ 
imately should be able to have 
time to make concrete offerings,” 
he said, referring to the fact that 
Christacos has allowed a month 
for Herling, or others, to come 
up with an alternative to the 
health spa. “Your problem,” said 
Councilman Richard Pilski, “is to 
come up with $15,000 to $20,000.” 
<The estimated cost of leasing the 
building for one year.) 

“Are you anticipating asking 
anything from the city?” Pilski 
asked. Herling said he was ask¬ 
ing only for the moral support of 
the council in his effort, but 
Councilman Thomas White said 
’“It is not unreasonable to con¬ 
sider the city a participant in 
this kind of a center,” although 
support would be limited in view 
of the fact that the city spends 
taxpayers money, he qualified. 
Mayor Gil Weidenfeld averred 
that the city should have a role 
in such a project, “but the city 
needs a better handle on what 
it's getting involved in,” The 
mayor stopped here to read a 
letter of support from Sidney 
and Bernic^ Kastner which said 
in part: 

“We believe it’s very impor¬ 
tant not to settle for alternatives 
that are expedient but which will 
detract, in the long run, from the 
quality of life here in Greenbelt 
This is more crucial than ever 
in view of the pressures of quick 
development all around us.” 

Leo Gerton, owner of the High’s 
store next to the theatre said 
''Anything that would bring peo¬ 
ple in from the outside, for what¬ 
ever reason, would be greatly ap¬ 
preciated,” 

Konrad Herling then introduced 
someone with whom he said he 
had “no conflict of interest,” his 
father, A1 Herling, Herling sen¬ 
ior, who is on the board of the 
Baltimore Symphony, reminded 
those present of the role that 
corporations play in helping to 
fund the arts. “No program of 
arts ever supports itself through 
subscriptions,” he said. “The arts 
require special financing.” The 
senior Herling also noted that his 
son’s plan called for renovation 
by the non-profit organization, 
relieving Christacos of renovation 
expenses. 

In one of many invocations of 
the spirit of Greenbelt, Al Her¬ 
ling recalled Greenbelt’s dedica¬ 
tion to enhancement of the envi¬ 
ronment and special provisions 
for children and asked council to 
support the “social vision of this 
very spiritual aspect of living.” 
Those at the hearing applauded. 

Grace Ann Adamo, who runs a 
dance school, said she would like 
to see the theatre space used as 
a school for the arts, but would 
not support an operation similar 
to Cheverly’s Publick Playhouse. 
She cited many instances of both 
struggling and more successful 
arts—related endeavors—the Bal¬ 
timore Playhouse, and the Fil- 
more Center and the Landsburgh 
Building in DC. 

Jerry Morris, president of the 
Jaycees, offered Jaycees man¬ 
power to conduct a survey of cit¬ 
izen suggestions for use of the 
theatre space and responses to 
the cultural center idea. Al Her¬ 
ling questioned the good of such 
a survey, but Councilman White 
pointed out that a survey might 
he 1 ’ the cultural center idea, add- 
hr hat the survey should include 


a question which would gauge 
monetary support from citizens 
for the proposed center. 

David Benson, new to Green¬ 
belt, expressed an idea which 
seemed to carry forward enthu¬ 
siasm for a performing arts fa¬ 
cility. Benson is from New York 
where he managed a financially 
successful co-op theatre— a the¬ 
atre which members of the com¬ 
munity supported by buying 
shares. Benson said he came to 
the hearing unaware that others 
were considering a community 
theatre for the space. Citing a 
Cooperator (News Review) arti¬ 
cle, Benson said the movie the¬ 
atre was appropriately called 
Greenbelt's Utopia Theatre when 
it opened in 1938. Benson said 
he was prepared, “right now,” to 
buy a $50 share in a community, 
co-op theatre. 

Angela Schrieber spoke in sup¬ 
port of the concept of using the 
theatre as an educational center 
for children. Alan Amberg spoke 
in general support of the cultural 
center idea, saying, “This is 
Greenbelt, and nothing’s too so¬ 
phisticated for Greenbelt.” 

Eileen Peterson noted that the 
whole area is changing and de¬ 
veloping in a way that holds 
promise for support of some kind 
of cultural center. She cited the 
Hilton Inn and Prudential Cor¬ 
poration’s choice of the area, and 
the present and expected middle 
and upper income homes here, 
calling Greenbelt “a gem in the 
center of it all.” 

Barry Schlessinger suggested 
that an investigation of health 
spas might help to demonstrate 
their impermanence. “I remem¬ 
ber when Vic Tanny’s offered 
lifetime memberships,” he said. 
“They only lasted about three 
years.” Christacos is looking for 
a business with at least a five- 
year life expectancy. 

David Lange told council, “You 
issued a challenge, and the citi¬ 
zens have responded with spirit 
and with ideas. The money may 
come later.” Lange noted that 
all of the businesses in the cen¬ 
ter are struggling to survive. “If 
the Co-op goes, the center goes,” 
he said and called on the city to 
provide some kind of financial 
back-up to citizen support for the 
proposed center. “The health 
spa has a viable lease ready. 'He 
(Christacos) needs a credible 
counter lease; he also needs stable 
income. The city of Greenbelt is 
the only entity at this point that 
can guarantee him a stable source 
of income.” Lange asked that the 
city demonstrate to the owner 
that it is willing to share "leader¬ 
ship responsibility for establish¬ 
ing a cultural center in a way 
that the owner will take seriously, 
and that it establish criteria by 
which the city would underwrite 
the rentals cost. “Those condi¬ 
tions could be stringent, or leni¬ 
ent,” he said. 

Jose Morales, following Ben¬ 
son’s lead and demonstrating cit¬ 
izen support, raised his arm at 
the podium saying, “Mr. Benson 
is from New York, he put down 
$50. I’m from New York, I put 
down $50!” Morales also sug- 


just people shopping at the cen¬ 
ter mall, but in Greenbriar, 
Springhill Lake and the rest of 
the community. 

Councilman Schwan said that 
council was grateful for all of 
the ideas. “If we challenged, we 
had our challenge answered. We 
have more resources than I knew 
we had,” he said. The city council 
is interested in more than the 
redevelopment of the theatre, 
“It’s the entire center we have 
to consider,” he said. But Schwan 
said it was difficult to respond to 
Mr. Lange’s challenge. “The 
initiative must come from Kon¬ 
rad Herling, 

“I come from New York too,” 
Schwan said, offering to con¬ 
tribute $50 to a “cultural center,” 
although he called this a generic 
term. “Mr. Christacos,” he said, 
“is quite a reasonable man. He'd 
probably make his own contribu¬ 
tion.” But, “He’s never made 
money from the center, and he’s 
net making any now. He’s losing 
money and he can’t go on losing 
money.” Schwan said Greenbelt 
must demonstrate that a cultural 
center is reasonable, that it can 
be financially viable. 

Councilman White said “There 
is excitement inherent in the idea 
of a cultural center,” calling such 
a center “a linchpin for the city.” 
"I'm from D.C. and we’re not 
slouchers either,” White said. 
“I'll go the $50.” He said the 
difficult task will be to come up 
with the organization that can 
guarantee Christacos his rent 
money. “The challenge still lies 
with Konrad and whoever he can 
get to join him. That group must 
demonstrate the viability of a cul¬ 
tural center.” 

“We’re all going to march to 
the drummer—and Konrad Her¬ 
ling is that drummer,” Council¬ 
man Pilski said, offering his per¬ 
sonal financial support. 

“Konrad Herling, you’ve done 
an excellent job,” said Council¬ 
man Castaldi, but cautioned that 
the establishment of a cultural 
center may be a long hard fight, 
which may have to wait for a 
health spa to come and go. He 
advised Herling to proceed in 
stages and suggested that he 
might start an impromptu the¬ 
atre group to generate interest. 
‘The Greenbelt philosophy has 
always been “You can do it bet¬ 
ter when you do it yourself.” He 
gave Herling his best wishes and 
financial support. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld said he 
would also contribute to the cof¬ 
fer, He called the idea for a cul¬ 
tural center “something special,” 
and said that he was much more 
enthusiastic about that than a 
health spa. “There are a number 
of hurdles, and they can’t be Her¬ 
ling hurdles, they’ve got to be 
community hurdles.” He noted 
that renovation is expected to cost 
about a quarter of a million dol¬ 
lars, that rent must be paid and 
money spent for operations until 
the center generates money, and 
that time is short. “Mr, Christa¬ 
cos is a businessman, and he is 
not going to wait too long until 
he sees something coming in. 
Hopefully, we can work some- 


gested that the Jaycees survey not thing out.”
